cent with a steady upw ard trend. 
in Sweden, figures furnished by the 
Swedish governm ent indicate th a t the 
cost of living has increased 157 per 
cent over the cost in June 1914, 
In 
the cities the increase has bee® very 
much g rea te r than the average for 
the country. 
l'lie A rgentine governm ent has sug­ 
gested to oth er South American coun­ 
tries and discussed w ith them an in­ 
ternational arrangem ent w ith a view 
to doing aw ay with im port duties on 
unm anufactured food products as one 
m eans of cu ttin g down the high cost 
of living.
